Chapel? 


In  June,  1987,  Calvin  College  embarked  on  consrrucrion  of  a 
conrroversiol  950  sear  chapel,  a  chapel  college  admlnlsrroror 
hope  will  "become  o  much-phorographed  campus  landmorl 
Toured  as  a  "hybrid  fosr-food  chapel"  by  rhe  srudenr 
newspaper  Chimes,  however,  rhe  conceprion,  planning,  and 
orchirecruroj  design  of  rhe  new  chapel  hove  all  come  under 
crirlcism  by  faculry,  srudenrs  and  alumni. 
The  consrrucrion  of  a  chapel  was  included  in  rhe  original  plan 
rhe  Knollcresr  campus,  bur  ir  was  deemed  a  low  prioriry  by 
college  planners.  Finally,  more  rhon  rwenry  years  ofrer  rhe 
campus  firsr  wos  used  by  Calvin  srudenrs,  concrere  plans  for  r 
chapel  were  drown  up  and  proclaimed  by  rhe  odminisrrorior 
rhe  "crowning  achievemenr  of  rhe  30-year  rronsirion  from  rh 
smaller  Franklin  Srreer  campus  ro  rhe  busriing  370-Qcre  Knollc 
sire."  Once  rhe  plans  were  unveiled,  rhe  chapel,  according  re 
Presidenr  Diekemo,  quickly  became  "rhe  mosr  conrroversiol 
projecr  rhe  college  has  underroken."

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ificisms  of  the  proposed  chapel  quicKly  focused  on  three  areas. 
le  first  and  most  procticol  was  economic.  An  anonymous  donor 
edged  $1  million  to  the  college  to  be  used  only  for 
instruction  of  o  chapel.  Initially,  this  omount  was  to  cover  the 
unt  of  the  cost  of  construction.  As  time  passed,  however,  the 
ojected  costs  rose  to  $3.3  million,  then  to  $3.8  million,  and 
lolly  hit  $4.3  million.  Subtracting  the  original  donation,  this  still 
ft  $3.3  million  to  be  picked  up  by  the  college.  The  college 
xpects  to  raise  $1.27  million  through  alumni  contributions,  on 
Tiount  many  feel  could  be  better  used  elsewhere.  As  Patrick 
sperse  wrote  in  a  1987  Chimes  editorial,  "it  turns  out  that  the 
lysrery  donor  will  cover  only  25-30  percent  of  the  chapel's 
>ral  cost.  The  rest  will  come  from  elsewhere,  and  thus 
)nceivably  could  have  been  used  for  other  purposes."  The 
>cond  critique  of  the  chapel  was  of  its  design  and  location, 
alvin  students  staged  "sit-ins"  to  "sove  the  trees"  that  the 
lopel  would  replace.  When  the  model  of  the  proposed  chapel 
OS  run  front-page  in  Chimes,  many  students  thought  it  was  a 


joke,  and  the  architecture  come  under  fire. 
The  most  forceful  argument  against  the  chopel  was  concerning 
its  utility.  Although  many  supporters  felt  that  Calvin  needed  a 
special  chapel  to  worsfiip  properly,  where  students  presently  use 
the  FAC  for  chopel  and  Sunday  services,  the  size  of  the  new 
chopel  will  moke  it  difficult  for  small  groups  to  worship 
comfortably.  "Calvin  could  benefit  from  a  modest  new  chopel 
with  space  for  a  small  sanctuary  ond  private  meditation 
chapel,"  wrote  Josperse.  "We  do  nor  need  another  1000  seat 
monster."  Chopel  ottendonce,  generally  200-300  students,  is  not 
large  enough  to  warrant  950  seats. 

In  the  end,  students  had  little  soy  in  whether  or  not  the  chapel 
would  be  built  for  their  benefit.  A  committed  administration, 
unperturbed  by  escalating  costs  or  student  opinion,  received 
approval  from  the  Calvin  Board  of  Trustees  on  June  26,  1987, 
and  construction  is  underway.  The  building  should  be  finished  by 
September,  1988,  and  it  is  hoped  that  costs  will  not  exceed  the 
projected  $4.3  million  mark.  Only  time  will  tell. 


One  of  rhe  things  rhor  has  set  Colvin  oporr  fronn  other  Chrisri 
colleges  is  that,  in  nnoving  to  the  Knollcrest  campus,  the  coll< 
has  had  to  nnoke  do  without  o  permanent  chapel.

In  rhe  Calvin  College  Chapel  Newsletter,  published  by  the 
college  ond  mailed  to  alumni  as  part  of  fund-raising  octivitie 
the  chopel  is  heralded  as  "the  missing  piece"  of  Colvin's 
compus,  as  "an  important  step  toword  better  becoming  wh 
Calvin  claims  to  be:  a  model  Christian  academic  community 
While  many  choose  to  be  critical  of  rhe  design  ond  practical 
rhe  new  chapel,  these  concerns  hove  received  considerable 
attention  from  chapel  planners.  The  interior  is  designed  to 
accomodate  a  variety  of  activities.  According  to  the  Chopel 
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lerrer,  "The  chapel  sanctuary  will  be  roraliy  flexible  in 
of  worship  configuration  .  .  .

?gation.  Now,  according  to  Calvin  philosophy  professor 


Nicholos  Wolterstorff,  "we  will  hove  a  space  designated  for 
worship.  We  hove  built  spaces  for  everything  else:  swimming, 
concerts,  physics  experiments,  English  dosses.  Worship  has 
suffered  among  us  because  of  that.  We  hove  not  sufficiently 
cultivated  piety.  We  have  assumed  it." 
It  is  this  need  at  Calvin  that  warrants  the  construction  of  o 
building  devoted  solely  to  the  purpose  of  worship,  a  building  in 
which  liturgy  con  be  shored  and  enjoyed  rather  than  simply 
watched.  Worship  at  Calvin  College  will  be  enhanced  when 
construction  is  completed.

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The  fosl-i  of  chronicolling  o  year  in  the  life  of  Calvin 
College  is  nor  small.  Had  my  staff  and  I  orrempred  fo  do 
so  in  rhe  greoresf  detail,  it  would  hove  token  many 
more  than  two-hundred  pages  to  report  every  campus 
event  in  a  thorough,  documentary  style.  For  this  reason 
I  hove  ottempted  to  compile  this  yearbook  more  as  on 
impression  thon  as  a  report,  on  impression  that  in  later 
years  will  spur  memories  of  the  academic,  social  and 
cultural  environment  that  Colvin  offers. 

Among  the  first  of  our  concerns  was  to  set  the  tone  of 
the  ocodemic  environment.  For  this  reason  we  felt  it 
necessary  to  include  photogrophs  of  nearly  oil  of  the 
faculty  members,  drawings  ond  sculpture  by  senior  art 
students,  essays  by  graduating  students  commenting  on 
the  impact  of  o  liberal  arts  educotion,  and  poems  by 
members  of  the  Writers'  Guild.  We  would  also  like  to 
applaud  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
concerning  the  scholarship  of  Howard  VonTill,  Davis 
Young  and  Clarence  Menningo.  If  rhe  decision  hod 
been  reversed,  the  type  of  academic  environment 
which  we  attempted  to  show  in  the  yearbook  would 
have  hod  to  be  on  onti-intellectuol,  and  frankly,  not  a 
very  reformed  atmosphere  for  study.  It  is  through  the 
questioning  of  tradition  that  we  learn  more  about  God's 
creation. 

Through  the  symbolism  of  flowers  and  other  plants, 
we  further  commented  on  this  issue  of  environment. 
The  divider  pages  ore  patterns  derived  from  Art 
Nouveou  designs  which  promote  a  variety  of  virtues. 
For  example,  the  vine  design  recalls  Christ's 
exclomorion,  "I  am  the  Vine,  you  ore  the  branches", 
the  olive  tree  symbolizes  the  providence  of  God,  and 
myrtle  symbolizes  love.  Less  specifically,  the  imoge  of 
the  growing  plonr  or  rhe  blossoming  flower  connotes 
health,  rich  blessing,  beauty,  and  rhe  glory  of  creation. 
Specially  chosen  for  rhe  cover  was  the  tulip  —  and 
everyone  at  Calvin  College  understands  the  implications  of  Dutch  heritage  ond  Calvinism  found  there,  not  to  mention  that  we  or 
all  anxious  for  rhe  springtime  sproutlng-up  tulip  stems,  which  will  mean  the  end  of  o  long,  cold  winter. 

We  were  also  concerned  that  we  represent  a  number  of  rhe  student  organizations,  either  by  picturing  them  or  work,  or  by 
listing  their  members  in  rhe  back  of  the  book.  Generous,  ambitious  volunteers  do  not  grow  on  trees,  and  the  work  of  these 
people  should  be  recognized.  The  1980's  hove  been  o  much  too  self-centered,  materialistic  decade,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
student  involvement  in  extro-curriculor  organizations.  This  year  only  one  person  applied  to  be  editor  of  next  year's  Chimes,  only 
one  person  for  Dialogue,  and  as  of  this  moment,  no  one  hos  applied  for  the  editorship  of  next  year's  Prism.  I  believe  that 
involvement  in  octivities  such  as  these  are  a  very  important  port  of  the  liberol  arts  education.  It  is  my  hope  that  as  the  decade 
draws  to  o  close,  students  will  put  less  priority  on  hoarding  time  ond  energy  for  themselves  and  their  future  career  endeavors, 
and  shore  o  little  more  of  their  creorivity,  intelligence,  and  compassion  with  others. 

As  rhe  book  conrinued  to  grow  as  o  collection  of  the  impressions  of  the  year,  we  felt  a  need  to  incorporate  memories  which 
impress  us  Throughout  the  year,  rhus  the  dedication  to  fondly-remembered  English  professor  Sranley  Wiersmo.  In  September  the 
Alumni  Player's  production  of  Wiersmo's  Purpleonie  surged  o  new  interest  in  his  poems  about  life  in  a  smoll,  midwesfern 
community.  By  the  dedication  to  Wiersmo  we  do  not  wont  to  shodow  in  any  way  the  memories  of  Mothemotlcs  professor  Paul 
Boonstro  and  History  professor  Howard  Rienstro.  I  hope  that  through  the  poems  of  Wiersmo  we  con  commemorote  these  men 
also 

I  myself  experienced  o  great  struggle  and  loss  during  the  compilorion  of  this  book,  in  my  dear  father's  short-term  bout  with 
brain  cancer,  ond  his  deoth  from  pneumonio  on  Seprember  27,  1987.  My  rhonks  go  out  to  oil  of  my  friends,  professors,  member: 
of  Church  of  rhe  Servant,  and  many  others  who  offered  their  proyers  and  support  during  these  difficult  months.
